Barreled  apples.  mad.e,  ."better  prices  on  the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday, 
October  7,  than  .last.  .wjaek,,.  acpprd'ing  to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Mot'z*  Frui.t  Special- 
ist in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.-  Prices, 
however,  were  still,  well,  below  the  levels  ruling  at  this  time  last  year.  Barreled 
apple  supplies' we r.a  he^yy.,.  ,aro:and  45,000  "barrels  being  offered  at  the  auction. 
Heavier  quantities  are  expected  next  week.     Canadian  barreled  apples  were  in  gener- 
ous supply.     The  general,  .condition  of  the  barreled  apples  was  variable,,  some  marks 
were  good,  others  jsv.e.r-.ri.pe  .and,  wasty.     Cargoes  have  been  arriving  in  fair  condi- 
tion but  showing  a  large  number  of  slacks.    Depreciation  on  slack,  barrels  wa-s  1/6 
to  2/0  ($0.29  to  $0.39.),  per  barrel .    Demand  was  affected  by  a  large  percentage  of 
the  arrivals  landing  in.  pp.or  condition.    Inquiry  was  moderate  for  barreled  apples. 
Supplies  of  Virginia  G- rimes,  we  re  liberal,  Jonathans  moderate  'and  Bonnms,  Yorks, 
G-anos,  Delicious,  and  Winesaps  light.    Blew  York  Wealthy  and  Maryland  Staymans  were 
in  light  supply.    Virginia  .Yorks  'and  G-anos  were  the  only  varieties  offered  at  the 
auction  which  were  reported  as  in  good  condition. 

Boxed  apple  prices  were  below  those  of  last  week  at  Liverpool.  Supplies 
were  moderate  at  the  auction  and 'supplies  afloat  are  moderate.     Refrigerated  car- 
goes have  been  .arriving  firm  and  in  good  condition,     ordinary  stowage  cargoes  ar- 
riving over-ripe  and  with  .a  .slight  amount  of  'decay.     A  few  slacks,  were  also  in 
evidence.     The.  demand  for  Jonathans  is  affected  by  a  large  percentage  of  arrivals 
landing  in  poor  condition..    Inquiry  at  the  auction  was  moderate  for  boxed  apples. 
Supplies  of  .California  .Qr.avenst.eins,  Maryland  and  Delaware  Jonathans  were  light. 
Gravensteins  were  the  only  boxed 'apples  reported  as  in  good  condition.  : 

Barreled  pears  T7ere  in  light  supply  at  Liverpool  and  consisted  mostly  of 
Xieffers.     prices  were  slightlv  below  last  week.    Demand  was  moderate.     The  con- 
dition of  the  fruit  was  generally  fair.     Supplies  of  boxed  pears  were  moderate. 
The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  variable.     Some  marks  were  good  but  others  over- 
ripe and  wasty.     Some. have  shown  .'internal  breakdown.    Demand  is  improving  on  high

At  London  prices  paid  for  barreled  apples  were  little  changed  from  last 
week.     Some  ..prices  were  up,  others  down.     Supplies'  of  United  States  apples  were  com- 
paratively light.    Canadian. apples  were  in  liberal  supply.'   The  London  market  is 
under- supplied  with. high, quality  barreled  apples.    Heavier  quantities  of  apples  are 
expected  next  week.     Demand  is  improving  on  high  gr.ade  fruit  but  demand  is  affected 
by  a  large  percentage ,  of .  the.  arrivals  Landing  in  poor  condition. 

Boxed  apple,  prices  at  London  were  on  the  whole  somewhat  higher  than  last 
week.  Supplies  were  light  but  stocks  "in  the' hand's  of  jobbers  and  retailers  are 
liberal.    General  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good  hut  showing  some  waste. 

The  London  pear  market  was  about  the  same  as  last  week.  •  V
